network address: an alphanumeric character: a symbol: a term: and a 
phrase ; and 

in response to the detected reference, embedding forming a hvoerlink-fak 
within the version between the first location and the second location?

paper, and (he first location being: displayable on the display device 
as part of the likeness; highlighted to indicate th e hvperlink4ink: and 
selectable by a user to cause an operation associated with the second 
location.

in response to the detected reference, embed fe rm- a hvperlink4iflk within the version 
between the first location and the second locatio n, tho voroion being 
displayabl e on n diGplay d e vio e nc a lik e n e ss of th e paper , and the first 
location being: displayable on the display device as part of the likeness; 
highlighted to indicate th eJiypfirlink- tiflk; and selectable by a user to cause an 
operation associated with the second location; and 

apparatus from which the computer program is accessible by the computer system.

22. (Previously presented) The system of Claim 21 wherein the reference 
specifies an address of a website associated with the advertisement. 

23. (Previously presented) The system of Claim 6 wherein the reference specifies 
an identity of a file external to the paper, wherein the second location is the file, wherein the 
file includes visual image information, and wherein the operation includes displaying a visual 
image on the display device in response to the visual image information and a selection of the 
first location. 
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^24. (Previously presented) The system of Claim 6 wherein the reference specifies 
an identity of a file external to the paper, wherein the second location is the file, wherein the 
file includes audio signal information, and wherein the operation includes outputting audio 
signals in response to the audio signal information and a selection of the first location. 

25. (Previously presented) The system of Claim 6 wherein the reference specifies 
an identity of a script, wherein the second location is the script, and wherein the operation 
includes executing the script in response to a selection of the first location. 

26. (Currently amended) The computer program product of Claim 1 2 wherein the 
operation includes displaying the second location on the display device as a likeness of an 
advertisement within th e content of the ltkeness^ papef. 

27. (Previously presented) The computer program product of Claim 26 wherein 
the reference specifies an address of a website associated with the advertisement 

28. (Previously presented) The computer program product of Claim 1 1 wherein 
the reference specifies an identity of a file external to the paper, wherein the second location 
is the file, wherein the file includes visual image information, and wherein the operation 
includes displaying a visual image on the display device in response to the visual image 
information and a selection of the first location. 

29. (Previously presented) The computer program product of Claim 1 1 wherein 
the reference specifies an identity of a file external to the paper, wherein the second location 
is the file, wherein the file includes audio signal information, and wherein the operation 
includes outputting audio signals in response to the audio signal information and a selection 
of the first location. 
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30. (Previously presented) The computer program product of Claim 1 1 wherein 
the reference specifies an identity of a script, wherein the second location is the script, and 
wherein the operation includes executing the script in response to a selection of the first 
location. 
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
